At  a numerously  attended  Meeting  of  the  Ratepayers  of  tlic 
Pj'ishof  Havant,  held  at  the  Blackleg  Inn.  on'Wondaj . the 
Wth  of  January,  1862,  in  pursuance  of  public  notice  to  take 
into  consideration  the  Report  of  Robert  Rawlinson,  Esquire,  to 
the  Board  of  Health  respecting  the  Sanitary  state  of  the  Pa- 
rish of  Havant,  and  to  assent  to*  or  dissent  from,  the  adoption 
of  the  Recommendation  of  that  Gentleman,  That  the  Public 
Health  Act  [1848]  may  be  applied  to  tho  Parish  and  Town  of 
Havant.

The  Repint  of  Mr.  Rawlinson  tea*  read,  together  with  the  Notification  at  the  Head  of 
the  Report,  that  on  or  before  the  'Mith  Inetant,  written  statements  might  be  forwarded  to  the 
Board  of  Health  with  respect  to  any  matter  contained  in  or  omitted  from  such  Report. 

It  wts  proposed  by  Hr.  LONGCROFT,  seconded  by  Hr.  BULBECK  and  resolved  anunimouslv- 


That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Meeting  it  is  inexpedient  that 
the  Health  of  Towns  Act  should  be  applied  to  the  Parish  and 
Town  of  Havant,  for  the  following  reasons— 

That  although  the  population  of  the  Parish  of  Havant  ia  2416,  yet  the  population  of  the 
Town  is  uot  more  than  1800,  the  difference  being  made  up  from  the  llamlets  of  Redhill, 
Dur ranis , Last,  West,  and  Middle  Leigh,  Stockheath,  Brockhampton,  and  Langstone,  as 
shewn  in  the  Map  accompanying  the  Report. 


That  the  town  and  parish  of  Havant  has  always  been  considered  a most  healthy  place, 
and  within  the  memory  of  the  oldest  Inhabitant,  no  Epidemic,  or  other  Disease  of  a general 
character  has  existed  therein. 


That  during  the  visitations  of  the  Cholera  some  years  ago,  and  in  the  year  1819,  not  a 
single  case  appeared  within  the  parish,  although  the  adjoining  parishes  of  W urblington  and 
Westbourne  were  visited  with  several  cases,  some  of  which  were  fatal. 


That  the  parishioners  are  generally  well  supplied  with  good  water,  almost  every  house 
in  the  town  having  a pump  or  well,  and  those  few  who  have  not,  are  situated  near  the  public 
pumps  or  springs,  and  are  supplied  therefrom,  and  in  proof  of  the  abundant  supply  of  water 
in  the  parish,  an  Act  is  intended  to  be  applied  for  in  the  next  Sessions  of  Parliament  for  sup- 
plying Portsmouth  with  water  from  the  springs  at  Havant. 

That  the  stagnant  refuse  in  the  Larant  Course  and  Po*ash  Ditch  complained  of  in  the 
report,  can  easily  be  cleansed  once  a week  by  penning  the  water  at  Mr.  Clarke'*  Spring  for 
twenty-four  hours,  and  thereby  flooding  the  coarse  and  ditch. 


That  by  the  erection  of  a few  extra  pumps  the  side  channels  of  the  Streets  may  always 

be  kept  p erf-oily  clean. 

That  the  Inhabitant*  and  Ratepayer*  have  every  disposition  to  improve  tbs  condition  of  the  Town 
vhero  it  ean  be  done  at  a moderate  expenee  and  fbr  that  purpose  it  is  intended  at  the  Annual  Vestry 
Meeting  of  the  Parishioners  in  March  next,  to  take  the  same  Into  consideration,  bnt  having  recently  born 
considerable  expenees  in  Repairing  and  Paving  the  Town;  in  the  Erection  of  a Oemetry,  and  in  the  Parehase 
of  a Field  fbr  the  use  of  the  Inmates  of  the  Workhouse,  they  feel  themselves  ill  able  to  bear  the  heavy  Expenees 
consequent  upon  the  Parish  and  Town  being  placed  under  the  Public  Health  Aet. 

|l«u  proposed  by  Mr.  J.  B CLARKE,  seconded  by  Mr.  FOSTEI,  and  resolved  unanimously  — 

That  the  Proceedings  of  this  Meeting  be  copied  ; signed  by 
the  Chairman,  and  by  as  many  of  the  Ratepayers  (whether  pre- 
sent at  this  Meeting  or  not)  as  may  approve  thereof*  And  that 

Brevious  to  the  26th  Inst,  the  same  be  forwarded  to  the  General 
oard  of  Health  with  an  earnest  request  that  the  Public  Health 
Act  may  not  be  applied  to  the  Parish  and  Town  of  Havant.

Section  B 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

1.  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service: 

The  daily  collection  of  specimens  from  the  Health  Department  for 
examination  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Saint  Mary’s  General  Hospital, 
Portsmouth,  has  continued.  The  laboratory  provides  an  invaluable  service  and 
is  used  particularly  in  the  investigation  of  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  and  of 
certain  streptococcal  infections  causing  nephritis,  as  well  as  the  routine 
examination  of  water,  milk  and  food. 

I am  particularly  indebted  to  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Dr.  D.A.H.  Payne,  whose  co-operation  and  advice  was  available  at  all  times  and 
most  willingly  given. 

2.  Nursing  Homes: 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  two  Nursing  Homes  registered  for  the 
reception  of  a total  of  39  patients.  Both  provided  a good  standard  of  nursing 
and  care. 

3.  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  Section  47: 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  in  respect  of  compulsory  removal  of 
persons  needing  care  and  attention.

In  addition  to  the  above,  340  children  were  seen  by  Medical  Officers  at 
Developmental  Progress  Clinics. 

In  this  district  no  clinics  are  held  solely  for  immunisation,  and  children 
are  welcome  at  all  the  welfare  centres  for  consultation,  routine  examination, 
developmental  assessment  and  immunisation.  This  works  very  well.  A separate 
clinic  is  held  at  Dunsbury  Way  Centre  as  required  for  children  of  school  age  who 
are  seen  by  appointment. 


ANTENATAL  CLINICS 

Family  doctors  carry  out  antenatal  supervision  in  their  own  surgeries,  with 
midwives  and  health  visitors  in  attendance.  Mothercraft  and  Relaxation  Classes 
are  held  in  local  authority  clinics  by  Health  Visitors  and  Midwives.  Three  classes 
were  being  held  at  the  end  of  the  year.  A total  of  1502  attendances  were  made 
by  249  expectant  mothers,  229  of  whom  were  booked  for  hospital  confinement 
and  20  for  home  confinement. 
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HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION  FOR  MATERNITY  CASES 


The  Hospital  Management  Committee  provides  facilities  at  Saint  Mary’s 
Hospital,  Portsmouth;  Northlands  Maternity  Home,  Emsworth  and  at  the  Grange 
Maternity  Home,  Liss. 

During  the  year  211  applications  were  received  from  patients  or  general 
practitioners  for  recommendations  for  hospital  confinement  on  social  grounds, 
and  arrangements  were  made  for  admission  of  all  these  prospective  mothers  to  the 
hospital  or  one  of  the  homes  given  above.

The  doctor  or  midwife  present  at  birth  records  on  the  notification  of 
birth  card  any  defect  found  at  birth  and  afterwards  completes  form  SD  56 
which  gives  full  details  of  the  type  of  defect. 

OBSER  VA  TION  AND  HANDICAP  REGISTER 

Early  diagnosis  and  treatment  can  substantially  improve  the  outlook  for 
the  handicapped  child. 

At,  or  soon  after  birth,  details  are  recorded  of  any  child  where  there  is 
a known  increased  risk  of  problem  or  handicap.  The  factors  involved  may  relate 
to  heredity,  to  causes  occurring  during  pregnancy  or  arising  during  the 
confinement  or  to  abnormalities  apparent  at  birth. 

Details  are  also  recorded  of  other  children  under  the  age  of  five  years  who 
are  noted  to  have  any  handicap  or  potential  handicap  or  who  suffer  from  illness 
which  may  have  handicapping  sequelae. 

To  complete  these  records  information  is  obtained  from  many  medical  and 
nursing  sources  and  from  all  concerned  in  collating  this  information  the  greatest 
co-operation  has  been  received.  As  a corollary  full  reports  on  examinations 
conducted  by  the  Council’s  medical  officers  are  sent  to  consultants  and  general 
medical  practitioners  involved  with  individual  patients.

Recuperative  Holidays: 

During  the  year  holidays  were  arranged  for  22  persons  all  at  the  request  of 
general  medical  practitioners  and  use  was  made  of  3 holidays  homes,  all  of  which 
were  at  seaside  resorts  on  the  south  coast. 

Arrangements  were  also  made  for  one  elderly  person  to  stay  with  relatives 
at  a resort  on  the  north  west  coast. 

The  length  of  stay  varied  from  2 to  3 weeks,  the  majority  staying  for 
2 weeks. 


Haemodialysis: 

During  the  year  adaptations  were  carried  out  in  one  house  enabling  the 
hospital  authorities  to  install  intermittent  haemodialysis  equipment,  providing 
facilities  to  treat  a patient  suffering  from  chronic  renal  failure,  in  their  own  home. 

Chiropody: 

During  the  year  1355  aged  and  infirm  persons  and  6 disabled  persons  were 
given  treatments  by  chiropodists  working  under  the  auspices  of  the  Havant  and 
Waterloo  Council  of  Social  Service.  In  respect  of  these  persons,  4536  treatments 
were  given  in  Clinics  and  787  treatments  in  patients’  homes. 


Loan  of  Nursing  Requisites: 

Sick  room  equipment  continues  to  be  provided,  upon  request,  under 
agency  arrangements  by  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  who  maintain  equipment 
in  3 separate  stores  within  the  district. 
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Night  Attendance  on  the  Sick: 

During  the  year  night  attendance  was  provided  for  10  persons,  the  average 
period  of  attendance  being  two  nights  a week. 

Cervical  Cytology: 

21  clinic  sessions  were  held  during  the  year  for  the  collection  of  smears  for 
cytological  diagnostic  investigation  by  the  Hospital  authorities.

Health  Education  sessions  for  professional  and  voluntary  groups  and  school 
children  were  presented  by  the  Health  Education  Officer,  visiting  speakers  and  by 
medical,  nursing,  dental,  administrative  and  technical  officers  of  the  Health 
Department.  307  talks  and  discussions  were  presented  on  subjects  that  included 
Sex  Education,  Preparation  for  Childbirth,  Family  Planning,  Sexually  Transmitted 
Diseases,  First  Aid,  Emergency  Resuscitation,  Personal  Hygiene,  Nutrition,  Food 
Hygiene,  Public  Health,  the  function  of  the  Health  Department,  the  Health 
Visitor,  the  District  Nurse,  the  Domicilliary  Midwife,  Child  Development, 
Behaviour  Problems  of  Young  Children,  Drugs,  Smoking,  Home  Safety,  Road 
Safety,  Fire  Prevention,  Good  Health  in  Middle  Life,  and  Cancer  Prevention. 

In-service  training  included  a course  on  general  health  topics  for  first-aiders 
in  industry.  A course  for  medical,  nursing,  dental  staff  and  industrial  nursing 
staff  included  Teaching  Methods  (Children),  Teaching  Methods  (Adults),  the 
Use  of  Audio-Visual  Aids,  Dental  Health  Education,  and  the  preview  of  a 
selection  of  aids  on  nursing  procedures.  The  teaching  staff  of  Broomfield  County 
Secondary  School  participated  in  sessions  entitled  Introduction  to  Health 
Education,  Family  Planning,  Sexually  Transmitted  Diseases,  Dental  Health 
Education,  Smoking,  and  they  concluded  with  a discussion  on  the  document 
“Learning  to  Care”.  Following  a survey  of  the  requirements  of  local  teachers, 
all  teaching  staffs,  together  with  medical,  nursing  staff  and  industrial  nursing 
staff,  were  invited  to  a further  course  at  the  S.E.  Hants  Education  Development 
Centre  where  they  considered  the  titles  Introduction  to  Health  Education, 
Safety,  Drugs  (two  sessions),  Pollution,  and  Sex  Education. 

Demand  increased  for  Safety  Projects  in  Junior  Schools  and  these  combined 
the  resources  of  the  local  emergency  services,  the  Road  Safety  Officer  and  Health 
Department  Staff.  The  anti-smoking  campaign  in  Junior  Schools  was  concluded 
and  a personal  hygiene  campaign  launched  with  the  participation  of  school  nurses. 
Health  Department  staff  and  others  were  invited  to  promote  a variety  of  health 
topics  in  the  Secondary  Schools.  In  addition  to  those  aids  used  by  health 
educators  originating  from  this  department  148  health  education  aids  were  loaned 
to  schools  and  other  organisations. 

A Drugs  Poster  Competition  was  widely  publicised  through  posters,  news- 
paper and  radio,  and  attracted  54  entries.  The  winning  poster  was  shown  on 
television  and  two  other  entries  were  considered  by  the  Health  Education  Council 
for  possible  national  production.  Winning  entries,  plus  those  others  considered  to 
be  of  merit,  were  exhibited  in  the  “Education  for  Health”  marquee  at  the  South- 
sea  Show.  Anti-litter  displays  were  also  on  view  at  the  Southsea  Show  and 
subsequently  were  circulated  among  the  public  libraries  to  enforce  the  impact  of 
anti-litter  posters  distributed  throughout  the  Urban  District. 

Grateful  appreciation  is  expressed  to  the  Health  Education  Unit  of  the 
Portsmouth  City  Council  for  the  loan  of  aids  and  to  other  agencies  and  individuals 
who  throughout  the  year  have  given  generously  of  time  and  materials  for  the 
promotion  of  health  education  in  the  locality.

3.  Mosquito  Control: 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  work  was  confined  to  the  winter 
drainage  programme.  Many  miles  of  channels  were  cleared  of  vegetation, 
desilted  and  graded  to  restrict  and  reduce  areas  of  stagnant  water,  the  breeding 
grounds  of  the  mosquito. 

Conditions  were  difficult  owing  to  the  heavy  rainfall  during  November  and 
December  of  1972,  a total  of  176  mm.  of  rain  having  been  recorded  for  this 
period.  Nevertheless  good  progress  was  maintained  and  the  water  levels  in  the 
coastal  marshes  dropped  considerably  during  February  and  March  with  improved 
weather  conditions. 

By  the  middle  of  March  larvae  had  progressed  to  the  final  stage  of  develop- 
ment and  inspections,  with  necessary  spraying  of  infested  areas,  were  commenced 
on  the  14th  day  of  that  month.  With  the  improved  weather  conditions  and 
drainage  work  carried  out,  breeding  had  become  concentrated  and  a good  kill 
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was  obtained.  It  is  extremely  important  during  the  early  part  of  the  breeding 
season  to  maintain  a very  good  control.  When  one  considers  each  female  adult 
is  capable  of  laying  from  50  to  300  eggs  several  times  during  the  season,  a serious 
nusiance  could  soon  develop. 

Inspections  with  treatments  of  infested  areas  were  carried  out  at  fort- 
nightly intervals  throughout  the  summer  and  autumn,  which  proved  very  favour- 
able to  control  measures. 

Four  complaints  of  nuisance  from  aquatic  insects  were  received  and  in- 
vestigated during  the  year.  This  low  number  of  complaints  is  very  gratifying  and 
shows  the  control  measures  taken  to  have  been  successful.
